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RADIO ASTRONOMY NEws

For those that have not been following our radio astronomy 
projects, here’s a brief introduction. There are two projects 
presently being worked by teams of college students at the 
U of R, and Roberts Wesleyan College, and a third school, 
is about to join the effort this year (RIT). A small Portable 
Radio Telescope (PRT), commonly known as an ‘itty 
bitty telescope’, and the second project, an RF solar spec- 
trograph radio telescope. 


The PRT is a compact miniature, battery operated system 
designed to demonstrate radio astronomy principles to 
both middle and high school students, as well as Boy 
Scout troops when they visit the ASRAS astronomy ob- 
serving site in lonia, NY. Anything above ground zero tem- 
perature (-273 K) gives off heat and radio waves (Yes, you 
give off radio waves). This unit enables students to discov- 
er these basic principles, even on a cloudy day when opti- 
cal telescopes can’t be used. They can look at and record 
the radio emissions from the Sun at 12 GHz. Their 
‘discovery’ process is further challenged to find geosyn- Portable Radio Telescope (PRT), Dish, Signal Meter, 
chronous satellites in the ‘Clark Belt’ at Earth’s Equator. Laptop and Battery Pack 

This system has been demonstrated at public star parties. 


= 4 The second project is an RF Solar Spectrograph called Callisto, to study RF emis- 
sions from the Sun’s eruptions (Sunspots, CMEs, etc.). This project is designed to do 
real science, and contribute to a global network of radio telescopes called ‘eCallisto’. 
It consists of a converted 7foot ‘C’ band dish antenna, that will track the Sun from 
rise to set. Its front end and receiver is a special modified digital TV tuner (50 — 850 
Mhz), controlled by a microprocessor, for both bandwidth and center frequency. Data 
is collected by a desktop PC running Windows XP. This data will be uploaded to a 
central server (in Zurich, SW) when we're fully operational, where it is archived for 
use by astronomers and scientists to better understand our source of heat, light and 


gravity.
